their common occafions, for whatſoever is more 

then theſe, cometh of evil; and to take heed of de- 
ceitfulmerchandize, and cozening, and cheating, and de- 
frauding one another, and difſembling one with another; 
and to take heed of deceitful Merchandize in all their 
buying and ſelling, ane in all cheir Exchange; away with 
all deceitful Merchandize,for as a fwift Witneſs is the Lord 
come to plexd with you, and againſt you that uſe deceit- 
fulneſs in your Merchandize, and ule it in your buying 
and ſelling, and Sir, and bouw the Hat, and ſcrape the foor, 
and make the courlie,and Maſter, and Miftris, in your ſer- 
vice, and forſooth, this is your vain cuſtom, and ask ma- 
ny times the worth double of the thing to ſome people; 
and under this complementing way, and in it, lies the de- 
ceit and over-reach, and lurks to cozen and cheat, telling 
a falſhood, a flattery ; ſo by fair ſpeaking and flattering 
words, oft times the ſimple*is deceived : Therefore this 
is a Charge from the living God to you all, Betrue, be 
faithful to God, be juſt, be innocent, and ask no more for 
the thing then you would have; beat a word, ſo ſay, and 
ſo do, when you ask more, then you will have, or almoſt 
double, and ſay you will not take it except you have ſo 
much, and then ſend your boyes after them, and ſo take 
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it, you are not here at foſay, and ſodoz and here are yow 
judged with the Law of Liberty to be out ofs it, far off the 
life of Chriftians, like Heathen in hfeand praGile; there- 
fore beat 4 word, and then you will beagood ſavour,. for 
the Lord is come near to judgement among you; for while 
you are notatfoſay, and ſo do, you arenot in the law of 
lzberty , you are notin the Prophets, you are.nct in.the 
Goſpel, youare ftoumdour of thenrall, - 

And again ye Merchants, great men , and rich men, 
what a diſthonor is it tu you togo in your gold and filver, 
and gold Chains about your necks, and your coſtly attire, 
and your poor blind women and chillren, and creeples, 
crying and making a noiſe up and down your ſtreets, a 
diſhonor to yuur City, ſhewing rhat you are not under 
the Law, nor under the Goſpel; for under the Law they 
had tythes and tenths to feed all the fatherleſs and ſtran- 
gers, tor tythes was for that work and end; for how can 
you go up and down in your ſuperfluity, and abound in 
your riches, and (ee che poor,blind, and creeples go about 
your ſtreets? which of all other, the blind ſhould be taken 


care of; therefore let theſe things be minded and confi-' 


dered, and fear God, and do that whieh may be an honor 
to you, and Chriſtianity, and your City ;- and in all your 
Shops, and Ware-Houſes, and Exchanges , keep to four 
words, and ſofay , and ſodo, and that you may not co- 
zen and cheat one another, norno people; forthis City 
hath a name anda bad reportof deceitful Merchandize, 
which deceives the Countrey people that deals with you: 
O therefore blot it out, and do ſo no more, but :udge one 
anotherin theſe things , and bea good favour, and com+ 
mend your ſelves to the innocent and timple, that a child 
may come among you and not be wronged, and that will 
be pleaſing ro God that yon do righteouſly , andro the 
juſt God, that yousdo juſtly; and then co the righteous jutt 
God you will be a good favour, and to the countrey peG- 
ple, when youare turned from the bad to the good, ſo 
.that you may be truſted for faithfulneſs and. — 
which 
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which on the contrary 40708 , it is diſhoneſty ; and you 
thar ſcrape, and cap, and courtte, and Sir, and Maſter,and 
Miſtris, and flatter one another with the deceirful-ritles, 
and ask more for your commodity then ic. is worth, and 
are not at a word, to ſay,and fo do; bur tell people you wil 
not take it, and then have your Boys and [aſles ro fetch 
them back again; this 13 the way to make the iimple fear 
you, ani the innocent to ftandatar off, and to keep up a 
bad favour, and a bad name; therefore this is the word of 
the Lord God, anda charge to you in the preſence of the 
Lord God, aid toyou all, That you charge your fervants 
not to cozen and cheat any , nor toask more for your 
things then you'l cake,and to keep to yea and nay in your 
common occaſtions,and to keep to a word, and that will be 
plealing to God, and a good favour toall ſober people. 

And all you Merchants whatſoever, and Shop-keepers, 
take heed of cozening and cheating of people with your 
dark back-windows; for truth is rifen that will keep out 
all deceit; therefore be (ober, and take it patiently , and 
live in 1t, for truth will make you free; therefore if you 
will be made free by truth, give over your deceitful Mer- 
chandize, and give over your many words, and keepe to 
yea and nay; Mark, you muſt be judged by che Law, and 
all your proteihon and crying up Ordinances, and your 
notions and experiences, while you live in deceitful mer- 
chandize, and above yea and nay in your common Occa- 
ſions, youare in the evil, andare not at ſoſay, and ſo doz 
you are all judged by the law of liberty, that are deceit- 
ful in your merchandize, in your buying and ſelling, and 
cozening and cheating poor country peoplein youg mer- 
chandize, you are not toname the Name of Chritt but as 
you deparc from Iniquity; and the truth hath not made 


- you free who are found in the evil, Judged by the Law of 


liberty , aud all your deceitful merchandize; therefore 
COMe tG a words,.come to yea and nay, all you young and 
old whatſoever, (o by the Lord you will be received ito 
his Kingdom; leaſt you be turned out with the rich Glut- 
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ren, and the poor Lazars: 2M into Abrahams boſom: 
Therefore take in the blind, halt and lame, and obey rhe 
things that Chriſt commands you, ye that call him Lord, 
take in the blind and the creeples that cries vp and down 
your ftreets,and feaſt them when you make your feafts;for 
the rich feaſt the rich, and nor thepoor that cannot 
, feaſt them againzand ſee now if you will take up the Croſs 
of Chriſt, and obey his &©mmand, then you will become 
lkeuntothem , when you obey Chrifts command, and- 
ſhew that you have his ſpirit and minde in you, and are 
Chriſtians; for while youare not made free by truth, all 
your Religion and Profeſſion of Chriſt and the Apoſtles 
words, is vain, and your converſation is below .in the 
earth, and not with Chriſt in Heaven. And again,a!l the 
while your poor, and blind, and lame creeples , and wo- 
men,and children are crying up & down your ftreets,and 
Steeplehouſe-doors,and alleys,and corners, aſter you that 
call your ſelves Chriſtians,and yer they Chriſtians as well 
as you, and ſo members of the ſame body ; ſo you may 
ſay, Peclothed, be filled, be warmed, and be ſuch a people 
the 4poſtle ſpeaks of, yetlet them be crying up & down 
the Streets not provided for; ſo this 16 to hang gold on one 
arm, and let the other go bare; or hang gold on the back, 
and lec theleg go bare; for all are members of one body, 
the poor as well as the rich; and this ceclares that you are 
out of the law:For theLord took the rythes and gave them 
ts the ſtrangers, and fatherleſs, and widows, and gave all 
enough, that there was nor a Leggarin /ſrae: among them, 
Now :udge your ſelves, and fee how ſhort you come of 
them in life and praftice,which ſay you are Chriſtians,and 
profeſs the Goſpel; theſe things area grief to many (ober 
people in the City, to ſee that Magiſtrates. hath no more 
tecling of theſe things, and yet ſo much profeſſion of Re- 
ligion, and preaching among them, and ſo much riches 
that men never knew want of; and thereby many comes 
to be hardened, which they might think if it were but to 


keep che honor of their City, they would 11ot let above all 
things, 
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things, blind men, 'and F.. and lame people, and 
oor fatherleſs children make a noiſe up and down the 
{vocally and Steeplehouſe-doors 3 but our of their abun- 
dance they would laya little afide, and have a place pro- 
vided that all the poor, blind, lamecreeples ſhould be put 
into, and Nurſes ſet oyer them, and looked to, cheriſhed, 
and ſeen unto that they do not want;and thus them that 
could work, to work; and this would be a good favour of 
"the City,and of the Magiſtrates, Aldermen,and Merchanes 
of the City,and to the ſober people,and to the Lord God, 
that there ſhould not be ſeen a beggar walk up and down 
the ſtreets, but chat there might be a place where they 
might be maintained with a little our of their ſaperflui- 
ty; yea, before there ſhould be ſuch a noiſe with the poor, 
x (4 blind, the lame, and the fatherleſs, every one lay by 
a little onr of cheir abundance, and ſpare ſome off of their 
backs in gold and filver lace, or their chains and rings; for 
who conhidereth not the cry of the _ but tarnerh his 
earfrom them, them their Maker will not regard; and all 
who do not viſit the fatherlefs, and the poor, and the fick, 
and feed the bungry , and clothe rhe naked, and are of 
_ a profeſſion of Religion,and makes a talk of Chrifts words, 
and the Prophets, and Moſes; ſuch are in the wiſdom be- 
low, which is earthly, ſenſual,aand devilliſh,nort preſervers 
of the Creation, not in the wiſdom that is from above, 
which is*gentle, caſte to be intreated, by which the crea- 
tion is to be preſerved, by which it muſt be ordered again 
rothe glory of God; you going in your gold and filver,yea 
in your very ſhooes laced, and the poor want bread, want 
ſtockings & ſhooes; & you your many difſhes,change of di- 
ſhes, and that you call novelties, and the poor cannot get 
bread; ſpare one of your diſhes, and let it be carryed to 
the place for the poor, and do not let them come begging 
for it neither, but let them havea place where they may
